PRORATING SYSTEM RADICALLY CHANGED 


BY THE COVINA CITRUS ASSOCIATION 


A radical change 
by which the 


Covina Citrus Association will prorate 
oranges by the box and grade 
in- 


stead of by the pound, is the most 
'mportant result of the annual meet- 
ing, held on Monday, all day, at the 
packing house near the Southern Paci 
1c track. 
For some time, the mem- 


bers have felt that this change should 
be made, in order to make the returns 
on fruit more equitable. 


In prorating 
by the 
pound 
the 


weight of the fruit has been the only 
method by which a rancher's share in 
the pools has been determined, and 
the result has been that small fruit 
and fruit of very large, over-sized con- 
aition, has received as much money 
per pound as the marketable and more 
preferable sizes. 
The rancher grow- 


ing uniform sizes of 126s, which are 
accepted on the market as the market- 
able orange, has received no more for 
nls fruit than a rancher who has grown 
off-sizes. Also, under the new method 
the grade of the fruit will determine 
the price received. 
This will have 


the effect of spurring the rancher to 
grow the finest fruit. 
The motion to 


nave this change made was presented 
to the growers by Herman Head ley 
and was seconded by O. F. Trelut '

LABOR IN ORCHARDS. 


It was practically 
a unanimous 


opinion at this meeting that the stan- 
dard of efficient labor in the orchards 
must be made higher. Constant com- 
plaints are being received from man- 
agers of packing houses that the fruit 
is not picked in a proper manner. This 
applies to the entire industry through- 
out the state. The members were In- 
sistent that better help be employed, 
more trustworthy and more efficient 
nicking bosses, and that a foreman 
be kept over every gang of picfcers 
whose salary shall be high enongn 
to insure good work. Much of the de- 
cay of the fruit is caused by rough 
handling, it is thought. 
This discus- 


sion also included the fumigation, and 
other branches of the work. A motion 
was adopted, asking for a thorough 
investigation of the Woglum system 
of fumigation, and this will be done. 
The Woglum system has come to be 
known as the modern and scientific 
method of eradicating scale-pests. A 
division of opinion was found in the 
discussion as to whether fruit should 
be picked by the box or by the day. 
This matter was left to the board of 
directors. 


A motion was adopted, which in 


sense, is to ask the next legislature 
to appoint public weighers in each 
locality, in order that a uniform and 
dependable place for weighing all pro- 
duce shall be available.

When limestone is burned 
the 


calcium carbonate is decomposed, 
the carbon dioxide passes off as 
gas, leaving 
the 
product calcium 


oxid, which 
constitutes 56% by 


weight of the limestone used. 


When exposed to the moisture of 


the air or soil, the quick lime (cal- 
cium oxid) quickly takes up the wa- 
ter 
and forms 
calcium hydroxid, 


sometimes called 
hydrated 
lime, 


which means merely "water slak- 
ed" lime. The product is the same 
whether the slaking is performed 
by the manufacturer at large ex- 
pense, or by the farmer at little or 
no expense 


When slaked lime 
is 
exposed 


to the air or soil, carbon dioxide is 
gradually absorbed and the calcium 
carbonate is thus reformed. 


Thoroughly air and water slaked 


lime are exactly the same material 
as fine ground limestone.

To correct the acidity of 
sour 


soils is certainly very desirable and 
profitable use of lime. 


Clover, alfalfa 
and most other 


valuable legumes will not thrive on 
soils that are strong by acid. To 
be sure such crops can be made to 
grow on acid soils by liberal appli- 
cations of farm manure and other 
fertilizers, but the nitrogen gather- 
ing 
bacteria 
of 
such 
legume 


plants do not properly develop and 
multiply in acid soils,'and conse- 
quently the legumes do not have 
the power which they should have 
to accumulate large 
quantities of 


atmospheric nitrogen by means of 
the root-tubercle bacteria. 


Furthermore, the process termed 


nitrification, by which the nitrify- 
ing bacteria transform the insoluble

It is taken from the kiln and while hot put into a large revolving cylinder (slakerj where wateTTs 


run upon it and thoroughly slaked, then run over screens, the impurities drawn off, it passes into a mix- 
er, where it is thoroughly stirred and finally pumped to the filtering presses. 


After having performed its main purpose of filtering the sugar .syrup 
(in which 
it absorbs the 
re- 


maining plant food—Nitrogen Phosphoric Acid and Potash) it is run into large pits 6 to 10 feet deep each 
of about 10 acres in area, where it settles, the water draining off, leaving the dry lime in a most porous conl 
dition, easily handled—pulverizing of its own accord. 


It favors plant growth, which is indicated in the fine, hairy rootlets of weeds, etc., that have grown on 


the surface of these pits. These rootlets are much more delicate in construction than the fibrous roots the 
feeders to the orange and lemon trees, and if this lime is favorable to their growth how much more then to 
the citrus feeders, in not only absorbing plant food but their development for greater capacity by increased 
growth.
